wishes to locaté, 

A partner of Mr Cain, Monte F 
Green, with offices at 678 Mass 
Avenue in Cambridge, has said 
that several New York stores are 
interested, and that he is talking, 
at the present time, with a major 
Boston store, 

Other associates include Antho- 
ny Garguilo and Paul Holian, Cam- 
bridge attorneys 

Green has said that three New 
York stores have backed their as- 
Surances with definite space fi- 
gures, They are interested in the 
location because it can draw on a 
population of two million, withn 
@ 30-minute drive. However, a ma~ 
jor Boston department store must 
be signed before any commitments 
are made by the New York stores, 

Green said that the plans call

Tanner of Reading declared, Tues- 


The news that the money was 

available, and had been for two 
years came as a distinct surprise 
Monday night, to the Board of Sel- 
ectmen, 
By the terms of the 1962 vote 
of the Legislature, the money must 
be matched by an equal amount 
from. the Town of Wilmington, and 
must be spent in the dredging of 
the Ipswich River, under the dir- 
ection of State engineers, within 
the town of Wilmington, 
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$20,000 had already been voted, 
in previous years, by Town Meet~ 
ing vote, leaving only $5000 more 
to be voted by. the town. 

After expressing his surprise 
that Representative Tanner had not 
notified the town, Selectman John 
Brooks, Monday night, moved that 
the Selectmen insert anarticle into 
the warrant for the annual town 
meeting, asking for a vote for th 
$5000, 

‘The Selectmen voted unanimous- 
ly, and the warrant, it is under- 
stood, will be signed in next Mon- 
day’s meeting. 

Knowledge of the money which 
has been in the state treasury for 
the past two years came to light 
as the result of an investigation 
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Evans land west of Ballardvale 
Street, as well as land to the 
north of the Evans property. All 
of the properties are under option 
to Mr Cain and his associates, 

It is interesting to note that one 
of the articles in the Town Meeting 
of next March calls.for a rezoning 
of this land for industrial purposes, 

The land owned by Evans, and 
under option to Mr Cain has already 
been so zoned, 


by the Wilmington Finance Com- 
mittee, 

That committee, in a meeting 
three weeks ago, resolved to in- 
vestigate the present status of 
somes of money which had been 
voted by the town, and not used, 

Secretary Fred Arsenault of Dell 
Drive was instructed to write to 
the State about the money that had 
been voted for use, under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 91, General 
Laws, and was just as surprised 
as was other officials of Wilming- 
ton to learn that the money was 
waiting for the town to ask for it, 

The letter, signed by Francis 
W Sargent of theDivision of Wa- 
terways, was read in the Select- 
men’s meeting, Monday. 

Tanner told the Town Crier that 
the former Town Manager of Wil- 
mington had gone with Tanner to 
the hearing, on Nashua Street, at 
the time of the legislative action, 
and that he knew of the results,
